EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Warren Burnam (Reg. No. 29,366) on October 1 , 2008. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 23 (Currently Amended), a method of controlling frequency selection in a 
wireless communication system, the method comprising: 

a) assessing plural frequencies with respect to a radar interference signal; 

b) allocating a quality parameter to each assessed frequency, the allocated 
quality parameter being selected from more than two values used to express the quality 
parameter allocated to the assessed frequency, the quality parameter indicating a 
probability that the frequency is occupied by the radar interference signal; 

c) selecting one or more of the plural frequencies in dependence on the 
allocated quality parameters for use by the wireless communication system; and 

d) further assessing one or more of the plural frequencies with respect to a 
radar interference signal, wherein measurement for each assessed frequency is 
adapted to the quality parameter value allocated to the respective frequency; 

wherein acts a) through d) are performed by a processor. 
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(END OF AMENDMENT) 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-16, 18, 20, and 23-33 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to independent claims 23, 29 and 30, all references taken either 
alone or in combination, teach or suggest a method, system, and program of controlling 
frequency selection in a wireless system, comprising the step of assessing plural 
frequencies with respect to a radar interference signal in combination with all other 
limitations recited within claims. However, none of the references teaches or suggests 
allocating a quality parameter to each assessed frequency, the allocated quality 
parameter being selected from more than two values to express the quality parameter 
allocated to the assessed frequency, the quality parameter indicating a probability that 
the frequency is occupied by the radar interference signal. Therefore, the Examiner 
allows these for these reasons. 

All dependent claims are also allowable at least for the same reasons set forth 

above.
